An  Open  Letter  To  The  Jewish  Community  Of  Ottawa 

From  The  General  Chairman  - 1962  United  Jewish  Appeal 

Dear  Friends  : 

It  was  with  some  misgivings  that  I accepted  the  chair- 
manship of  the  United  Jewish  Appeal  Campaign  for  1962. 

The  misgivings  were  not  concerned  with  the  success  of  the 
campaign,  but  rather  with  my  own  suitability.  I felt  that 
my  experience  did  not  justify  the  responsibility  and  that  my 
knowledge  of  Zionist  and  communal  affairs  was  limited. 

For  these  and  other  reasons,  I could  not  provide  the  elo- 
quence necessary  for  the  job. 

On  further  consideration,  / accepted.  May  / presume 
to  tell  you  why. 

The  history  of  the  Ottawa  Jewish  Community  is  a long 
and  honoured  one,  but  one  fact  stands  out  quite  clearly  — 
that  the  bulk  of  the  responsibility  for  its  affairs  has  been 
assumed  by  too  few  individuals.  Whatever  progress  we  have 
made  over  the  years  can  be  attributed  to  a large  extent  to 
the  leadership,  devotion  and  personal  example  of  a small 
group  whose  deeds  are  mirrored  in  the  institutions  we  have 
created  and  the  funds  we  have  raised  for  Israel,  overseas 
relief  and  local  community  services. 

Many  of  us  have  been  carried  along  by  the  momentum 
of  these  dedicated  people  — in  some  cases,  to  the  extent 
of  a “ free  ride”.  This  state  of  affairs  concerns  me  because 
every  single  person  in  the  community  benefits  at  one  time  or  another  from  the  services  and 
facilities  available  to  young  and  old,  regardless  of  ability  to  pay. 

I am  convinced  that  one  must  "give”  as  well  as  "take”  and  I accepted  the  responsibility 
because  it  is  “ my  turn”  and  I shall  try  to  do  the  job  to  the  best  of  my  ability. 

I should  like  the  entire  campaign  this  year,  to  be  based  on  a simple  slogan,  ‘‘Accept  Your 
Responsibility”.  If  you  do  that,  I can  ask  no  more  for  then  every  gift  will  be  from  the  heart. 
Let  this  be  the  year  to  reaffirm  our  solidarity  as  a community  and  our  confidence  in  what 
the  future  holds  in  store  for  us. 

You  will  soon  be  approached,  possibly  as  a worker  in  the  campaign  and  certainly  as  a 
contributor.  I hope  you  will  consider  the  entire  matter  as  I did  and  help  us  all  in  our  common 
endeavour.

annual  instalments  after  that  date. 

Over  §400.000  Pledged 

A total  of  $400,936.50  was  pledg- 
ed by  over  one  thousand  families 
in  the  community.  On  the  strength 
of  these  pledges,  contracts  were 
let  for  construction  of  the  Central 
Talmud  Torah  at  Rideau  and  Cha- 
pel Streets,  the  West  End  Talmud 
Torah  which  forms  part  of  the 
Agudath  Israel  Synagogue  on  Col- 
drey  Ave.  and  the  new  gymnasium, 
lounges  and  other  fine  facilities 
which  constitute  the  new  Jewish 
Community  Centre. 

The  cost  of  building  and  equip- 
ping these  new  structures  came 
to  almost  one  million  dollars  and 
bank  financing  was  necessary  to 
proceed  with  the  work.  This  was 
arranged  after  guarantees  were 
given  that  contributors  would  pay 
their  pledges  according  to  sche- 
dule and  that  a further  capital 
campaign  would  be  held  to  cover 
the  difference  between  the  total 
cost  of  construction  and  the  cur- 
rent asset  position. 

As  of  this  date,  somewhat  more 
than  71%  of  the  pledges  to  the 
4C  Campaign  have  been  paid  and 
most  donors  have  faithfully  ad- 
hered to  the  timetable  of  pledge 


payments.  A small  number  have 
fallen  behind  and  it  is  to  this 
group  that  Mr.  Saipe  has  made 
special  overtures  to  bring  them- 
selves up-to-date. 

Interest  Major  Factor 

Mr.  Saipe  toid  this  reporter  that 
the  Community  Centre  owes  the 
banks  over  $600,000.  and  that  in- 
terest alone  has  become  a major 
factor  in  the  debt  retirement  pro- 
gram. For  this  reason  and  in  order 
to  keep  faith  with  the  promises 
made  when  the  loans  were  nego- 
tiated, he  has  appealed  to  every 
contributor  to  remit  the  unpaid 
balance  of  his  pledge  as  soon  as 
possible. 

Mr.  Saipe  also  said  that  the  con- 
tributor's tablet  in  the  main  lobby 
of  the  Community  Centre  is  being 
upgraded  so  as  to  include  all  paid- 
up  pledges  since  the  inception  of 
fund-raising  for  the  project  in 
1943. 

Insofar  as  retirement  of  the  re- 
mainder of  the  capital  debt  is 
concerned,  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Centre  has  already  made 
plans  for  a fall  campaign  in  1962 
and  has  named  Bertram  Loeb  as 
general  chairman. 
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launch  Youth  Survey 
As  Guide  To  Planning 


Dr.  M.  Ralph  Berke,  chairman 
of  the  Youth  Committee  of  the 
Jewish  Community  Centre  has  an- 
nounced that  a study  will  be  con- 
ducted during  the  next  few  weeks 
to  determine  the  number  of  young 
people  in  the  community  of  var- 
ious ages.  The  information  which 
will  be  gained  in  this  way  will  be 
an  important  guide  to  the  Centre’s 
immediate  and  long-range  plans 
to  better  serve  the  youth  of  the 
community. 

The  survey  will  be  conducted 
by  telephone  during  the  next  few 
weeks  since  mailed  enquiries  have 
been  found  to  produce  little  res- 
ponse. The  number  of  questions 
Tcnre  asked  has  been  scaled  down 
to  an  absolute  minimum  and  should 
take  no  more  than  a very  few 


minutes  to  answer. 

Essentially,  the  interviewer  will 
ask  for  the  name,  birth  date,  grade 
and  school  of  children  under  21  and 
the  name  and  occupation  of  un- 
married young  adults  22  years  of 
age  and  over  who  are  living  at 
home.  He  will  also  verify  the  name, 
address,  telephone  number  and 
Synagogue  affiliation  of  the  pa- 
rents. 

Calls  will  normally  be  directed 
to  the  woman  of  the  house  and 
the  co-operation  of  mothers  will 
be  appreciated.  The  suggestion  has 
been  made  that  some  people  may 
wish  to  jot  the  information  down 
and  leave  it  near  the  telephone 
so  that  no  time  need  be  wasted 
when  the  call  from  the  Centre 
comes  in.
